SPECULATIONS AS TO THE TAR- 


IFF. 


Di»cuesion about the tariff is carried 


on in varioo* journals. There is a good 
deal of talk, too, on the matter in com- 
mercial circles. Our country has a 
somewhat peculiar experience. Other 
nations have to deplore a deficiency ot 
revenue. The expensive armaments of 
countries like Germany, France and 
Great Britain provoke the troublesome 
question, What new kinds of taxes shall 
we impose? How to avoid increasing 
their publio debt is au auiious study, 
With our nation the inqairy is different. 
The war closed over twenty years ago, 
leaving a harden of an enormous in- 
debtedness; but half of it baa already 
been paid, and our revenues nre millions 
oi' dollars in excess of current needs. 
After paying current expenses and add- 
ing a liberal ,eum to the sinking fund, 
the United States Treasurer finds a sur- 
plus constantly growing. 


Would the national creditors accept 


tho pay for the bonds they hold, the in- 
convenience of an overflowing treasury 
would be obviated. 
Bondholders want 


ten per cent, premium, howevt-r, for 
letting the government pay some of its 
obligations. 
To odd to the peril, there 


is a possibility that the mercantile eland 
will be erabarassed by a lack of money. 
In an enterprising nation like ours there 
are incessant demands for money. To 
build new railroads, to move the crops, 
and to carry on industrial undertakings, 
funds are constantly required; and if 
one or two hundred uiillious are looked 
tip in the treasury, it is a repetition of 
the old experiment of burying the talent 
in a napkin. And farther than this, the 
fact that untold millions, for which there 
is no immediate use, are piled up in the 
treasury vaults, encourages raids on tho 
national treasury. Schemes of lavish 
expenditure for internal improvement 
find more favor when thousands orgue 
that in this way money may be brought 
iuto circulation. 


The fact then is patent that our 


national income is needlessly Urge. 
Money is drawing from the people's 
pookets which they prefer to retain. 
How then caa we diminish the revenue? 
Some politicians give a ,brief answer. 
Lower the duties on everything we im- 
port: add to the free list; abolish some 
or nil of our internal taxes. 
But ob- 


jection is mode to every one of these 
propositions. In the first place, branches 
of business have been naturalized in our 
country by the tariff policy of the past. 
Capitalists have invested their inonej, 
and manufacturers their skill, in faith 
that the government would continue a 
fostering aid. They employ hosts of 
artisans, who make a comfortable liveli- 
hood by their industry. These artisans 
furnish a profitable market to the farm- 
er, and Rive support to other mechan- 
ics. Ths return which these capitalists 
receive, however, is not excessive; 
Him 11 their business be ruthlesaly struck 
down, by our allowing a great importa- 
tion of rival foreign goods at nominal 
rates of duty? 


And what are thb atticles to bo added 


to the free list? Wool and salt, answer 
8oma persons; but the shepherds of 
Ohio, California, Vermont and Mon- 
tana, protest against sheep husbandry's 
being sacrificed; and the salt-boilers of 
New York and Michigan remind us that 
there are years when from an excess of 
rain in tho West Indies unc". in the Med- 
iterranean bat little salt ju made, and in 
each years foreign articles rije to almost 
fabulous prices. The home-made gait 
maintains a healthy competition. As to 
removing tho internal revenue taxes, 
millions argue tbat there are no articles 
on which a tax can so properly be levied 
as on whisky, beer and tobacco. 
With 


such diversity of views, then, the tariff 
problem is iiot cue to be summarily 
settled. Careful investigation is needed 
lest injustice be done. 


Everybody concedes, however, that 


some redaction is desirable, and a re- 
sponsibility rests on the Democratic 
Congressmen to devise some 8'igacious 
scheme. The power is iu their hands. 
All revenue bills must originate 'in the 
Houie of Representatives. The Senate 
can giuipiy amend or concur. 
Now it 


is reported that the President has in- 
vited dome of the prominent representa- 
tives of his party to his Summer homrf 
to confer on this subject.

A NEW "FAKE."—A girl 
thirteen 


years old, belonging to a spiiitualiet 
family in Gilroy, Cal., has started tbe 
community by communications and pen- 
ciled sketches of heads, supposed to bo 
from life. These written messages and 
likenesses appear on her arm, and often 
remain visible for an hour. The father 
of the giil gays they come and go on the 
girl's bare arm, evidently nnder the 
cuticle, and cannot be washed away. A 
statement which has gained currency 
that the girl is in the habit of sewing 
carbon tracing paper in her sleevs is in- 
dignantly denied by the family, and 
many regard her as a most remarkable 
medium, 


The editor of the Silver State has re- 


ceived the following letter, which was 
written as indicated to A. L. Brown, a 
prominent citizen of Plafcteville, Wiscon- 
sin, by an old Californian: 


PLATTEVTLLE, March 11, 1886. 


A. L. Brown, Esq.—DEAD SIB : I will 


now give you as near as I can a descrip- 
tion of a granite rock, which I saw on 
the Truckee river, about September, 
1850: 


A man who was hunting with rue, and 


myself, are the only white men, so far 
as I know who ever saw it. It is a solid 
granite rook, as near as I reojllect, 
about eight feet long, and about four 
feet in height, above the surface of the 
ground on the east side, and the south 
end. 
The west side and uoith end laid 


against the hillside so that I ounuQt tell 
whether those two parts, as well as the 
bottom, which, of course, I could not 
see, were squared or not. The top was 
flat, and, I think, about four feet across. 
The south end was perpendicular. I 
took no especial uotic« of it, except that 
it was square. The east side wns carved 
from end to end, and from top to the 
ground. The carving was mostly in 
regular lines, thuiigh some parts of it 
were, I think, somewhat irregular. If 
it meant words, it wai in a language 
and a form of letters of which I had 
never heaid. All the curves and turns 
of the letters, words or hieroglyphics, 
as tha case mjy have been, were regular 
and baemed to have been done by a 
master workman. While contemplating 
tho rock we thought it had been squared 
and set in 'its place by design. The 
earning is cnt into as hard granite as I 
ever saw. Whoever diA the work must 
have regarded it as a matter of impor- 
tance. It may possibly be n sacred 
stone or memorial of some prehistoric 
people who inhabited that country thou- 
sands of years ugo, peihaps another 
" Moabitish stone." 


It lies on the north side ot the 


Truokee, close to the foothille, and near 
the northeast augla of the great meadow. 
I think it is about one-fourfh of a mile 
from the river, and about the sums dis- 
tance or a little further above what was 
then "a natural dam," a place where 
the ronks had obstructed the flow of 
water and backed it up like a milldnai. 
1 have given you this according to the 
best of my recollection. In 1856 I wrote 
to General Wool, then in command ot 
the Department of California, offering 
to guide some scientist, whom he might 
select, to the place, provided he would 
send a military escort along. 


He replied that he then,had two In- 


dian wars on his hands, and could not 
spare a soldier for any purpose, but 
took a deep interest in my statements, 
und asted me to describe it further and 
more minutely. Soon after I returned 
to this S ate, and this i* the first time I 
have ever written in regard to it, eicept 
as stated.

itated to me orally that they discoveroij 
the rook while noticing tho moid fliiiht 
down its face, of a 1-irgc lizard which 
had been basking in the sun on the top 
ot the rook. They then began an exam- 
ination of the rook but discovered Indian 
tracks at its base, and as there was a 
^ood opportunity to cover thnm from u 
thicket or some other good hiding-place 
near the rock, they thought it prudent 
to move on and so did not examine it 
critically. The companion of Mr. Cox 
wrote a description of the rock in his 
diary which ho (Cox) intended subse- 
quently to copy, but failed to do so, and 
bis ' pard ' has long uince • passed in 
his checks.' 


It seems not impossible that you may 


have some friend or acquaintance living 
near tha place described, who mis?ht 
take an interest in looking into it. If it 
really be what Mr. Cox thinks it is (or 
was), 
it would be a big thing for the 


finder, and would probably be sought 
after and well paid for by scientists or 
the Smithsonian Institute."
